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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on the preliminary Amendment filed 04/02/2001 . These 
drawings are acknowledged. 

2. Figures 6-9 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art— because only that 
which is old as conventional is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

6. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lakhani (U.S. 
6,037,992). 

Re claim 1, Lakhani discloses in Figure 2 a slicing circuit (e.g. circuitry in Figure 
2) comprising: a control recording unit (e.g. video signal input into 40 from the receiver) 
which exchanges data with a data bus (e.g. data bus from video signal input other 
components in Figure 2); a memory which temporarily stores character broadcasting data 
extracted from the data bus (e.g. col. 2 lines 53-68); an analog-to-digital (A/D) converter 
which receives a composite video signal and converts the composite video signal into 
digital values (e.g. 41); a digital arithmetic and logic unit (e.g. 42-46 in Figure 2) which 
receives the digital values converted by the A/D converter, calculates character 
broadcasting data, and outputs the character broadcasting data to the memory; a SYNC 
separator which receives the composite video signal (e.g. 49), and extracts a vertical or 
horizontal synchronizing signal (e.g. col. 3 lines 5-20); a clock generating unit (e.g. 50 
and 51); and a timing control circuit which receives the outputs of the SYNC separator, 
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the clock generating unit, and the control recording unit, outputs to the memory and the 
digital arithmetic and logic unit, and controls timing (e.g. 52 in Figure 2). 

Re claim 4, Lakhani discloses in Figure 2 a slicing circuit for arithmetically 
correcting character broadcasting data extracted from a composite video signal (e.g. 
Figure 2), the slicing circuit comprising an arithmetic processing unit switching 
arithmetic processing (e.g. 45) at a sampling timing of the composite video signal (e.g. 
50-51). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.

d. U.S. Patent No. 5,666,167 to Tults discloses bias control apparatus for a data 
sheer in an auxiliary video information decoder. 
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e. U.S. Patent No. 4,667,235 to Nozoe et al. disclose a teletext decoder. 

f. U.S. Patent No. 4,647,790 to Voorman discloses a data signal correction circuit.
